REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of the 
amendments, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the cited prior art of 
Schatz. In particular, no prior art was found that teaches or suggests a method for the 
manufacture of a nucleic acid molecule comprising providing first and second at least 
partially double-stranded oligonucleotides, the first of which has a modification allowing 
the oligonucleotide to be coupled to a surface, with each oligonucleotide comprising a 
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single-stranded overhang and a recognition site for a type IIS restriction endonuclease 
that cuts outside its recognition sequence, ligating the oligonucleotides via their 
overhangs to produce a first ligation product, wherein the first and second 
oligonucleotides are not attached to a surface during the ligation, immobilizing the 
ligation product to a surface and cutting the product with a type IIS restriction 
endonuclease to release an elongated oligonucleotide with an overhang. The ligation of 
the oligonucleotides in solution prior to coupling of either oligonucleotide to a surface 
distinguishes the method from the prior art. Any comments considered necessary by 
applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid 
processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
